Saint Peter , the firſt Pope 
about the f1xrie third year of 
CH xRIs5&T, came ( {aith * Simeon 
Metaphraſtes, a Grecian writer 
about 800. years ago ) into Bri- 
tanie , where bauing ſtayed long 


time , and conuerted many nations 


wrto Chriſt , he ſaw an Angel, 
who tould him, that the time of 
his departure was at hand , and 


therefore he shold return to Rome,

where being crucified, he should re 
cegue the reward of iuſtice. IF hen 
therefore he had glorified God, and 
giuen thanks, and ſiayed ſome daies 1 
witb the Britans , ſetled Churches, 
and ordered Bishops, Priefts , and 
Deacons, in the twelft year of the 
PE Emperour Nero , hee returned to 
lixed. 4m. Rome, Thus much Metaphra- 
2" ſtes: all which be proteſierh to 
hare taken out of ancient monu- 
ments, and to haue been publickly 
related. And withall adderhy that 
| Euſeb. Pamphil: ( the antienteſt 
| Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtoriographer ) 
reporteth ,. that Peter was rwelue 
years in the Eaſt , and twenty three 
years in Rome , and in Britame, 
and in the cities of the I/eſt. So 
that, not onely Metaphraſtes, 
bur alſo Euſebius teſtifkerh, +» » 
that Saint Peter came 1nto Bri- 
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E PISTLE m 
tannie. Neither hindrerh it, 
that this teſtimonie of Euſebius 
isnotfoundin any of his books 
now extant. For ( as S. Hierom. 
ſayeth ) he wrote innumerable w6- 
lumes , which now arc perished, 
in {ome whereof might be this 
reſtimonie. For it is no way li- 
kelic, that Metaphraſtesshould 
feigneit3 both becaulc he is ac- 
counted a {aint,and honoured 
of the Grecians as {uch,and ci- 
redin the Councel of Florence, 
as a man of great authoririe 3 as 
alſo,becauſe there was no caule 
ro moue himto feigne it; and 
laſtly becauſe hee might bee 
jaftly laughed at for feiging a 
thing wherein hee might bee 
eaſily diſprooued. And thar
